For conturl«» tho Rock of Gib- 


raltar has been a lynonym for 
•trenoth. Near It In tho eighth 
century landed Tarlk, tho flnt 
Saracen Invader of Opaln. The 
Moon held It till 1402, when It 
wa« captured by tho Spaniard". 
Charlei V. fortified It, but In 


1704 
It wai taken by combined 


English and Dutch forces under 
Sir Edward Rooke. Thn Span* 
lards and French united In be- 
ileglnQ It, but failed. The Span- 
lards tried again without suc- 
cess In 1727. It saemed Impreg- 
nable, and no further attempt 
was made for mora than half a 
century. 
In 1779 It was again 


closely Invested, by a combined 
army of Spaniards and French* 
men. The siege lasted threo 
years, and Immense preparations 
were made for a final assault In 
1733. 
Tho Spaniards 
thirsted 


for revenge, Many schemes of 
attack were proposed, and final- 
ly one was accepted which con- 
templated a combined attack by 
both land and sea, and Included 
a stupendous array of 
floating 


batteries, which were to dls- 
.charge 'red 
hot cannon balls, 


Thousands of spectators assem- 
bled to witness the fall of tho 
stronghold, but they were dis- 
appointed. 
For days hundreds 


of cannon belched forth' their 
shot and shell, but the llttlo 
English 
garrison replied with 


such spirit that tho floating bat- 
teries and many of the attacking 
ships were deotroyed, Gibraltar 
proved 
Impregnable, 
and re- 


mnlns an English possession to 
this day.
